Tho reason for the prevalence oi 
the anonymous letter writing evil Is 
because of the apparent safety of the 
person guilty of this nuisance. 
A man 
of the anonymous letter writing type 
has an enemy. 
He Is afraid to face 
him In the open, but he wants to hurt 
him. 
What easier or what more safe 
—apparently—than to write an 
un­ 
signed letter containing Information, 
alleged or real, or slander, which Is 
certain to cause the assailed person 
harm, or at least considerable annoy 
ance? 
There is a certain type of towardly 
person to whom the anonymous letter 
appeals as does the vengeful stiletto to 
the vicious blackband criminal. 
It is 
a means to harm, and—apparently—a 
safe one. What easier than to write 
a few lines in a disguised hand? Or 
en a typewriter? 
How can anybody 
trace a letter prepared in such a way 
and dropped in the mail box by stealth 
and in the dark of night? True, ad­ 
mits the letter writer to himself—or 
herself, for 
women 
are 
numerous 
among this element, such letters have 
been traced and their authors caught. 
But, reasons the intending writer, they 
did not take the necessary precautions 
to hide their tracks. 
It looks like a 
cinch. It looks safe. 
But— it isn t, 
Any crime or misdemeanor that will

know that, because you’re on the out­ 
side.

My first experience with an anony­ 
mous letter writer t ame about in queer 
fashion. One day a young man. who 
looked the part of the bookkeeper 
that we afterwards found him to be, 
came into the New' York office of the 
Bams agency and plank*d down three 
anonymous letters that he had reoeiv 
cd during the past few weeks. 
Here 
Is one of them that gives the gist of 
the three missives: 
“Dear Sir: 
“You will never know who this let­ 
ter cornea from, but you may be as­ 
sured that it is from a friend. 
You 
have a friend named Carlin, who ie 
treasurer for the Blank Heating com­ 
pany. 
If you will spend more time in 
Carlin’s company we will reward you 
In a manner that will surprise you, on 
the condition that you let no one know 
that you ever received this letter. Es­ 
pecially do not let Carlin know.”

Man’s conquest of space by heavier-

Although a bird is far bet­ 
ter equipped than a man, even In th# 
most perfect and powerful flying ma­ 
chine yet Invented, to cope with swirl­ 
ing gusts and sudden blasts, few feath­ 
ered creatures care to fly during s 
storm. 
Drexel says: “The aeroplane has its 
limitations, and they are so far very 
narrow ones.” 
If this be true of the 
mechanical power, what of the guid­ 
ing intelligence behind 
it? 
writes 
Richard Hearten in The Sphere. Man 
has to conceive a situation and com­ 
municate his will through his limbs 
to his mechanism, whereas a bird In­ 
stinctively throws its will into its 
wings and tall, which Is a much short­ 
er path to results. 
Now let us glance for a moment at 
the relative speeds of mental percep­ 
tion in a man and a bird. For a long 
series of years I have undergone a 
severe training in quick mental per­ 
ception and at the crucial moment 
setting rapidly-answering mechanical 
contrivance^ In motion, and have no 
hesitation in stating that the powers 
of the most alert human being when 
compared with those of a bird are as 
the speed of a snail to that of a Derby 
winner. 
Some idea of a bird’s mar­ 
velous rapidity of perception and re 
sultant action may be gained when I 
state that I have exposed dozens of 
photographic plates with my focal- 
plane index showing that I was work­ 
ing at a speed of the 200th part of a 
second before I secured a picture of a 
crested tit on a branch near its nest­ 
ing hole. 
Even in such a short spar# 
of time the bird was able to conceive 
the sound and set its wings in motion 
before the shutter 
of 
the 
camera 
closed. 
No Flights in Rough Weather. 
Now if such a wonderfully-equipped 
creature as a bird finds a difficulty in 
flying in strong currents and eddies 
how much greater must these same 
difficulties be for the airman. 
Every­ 
body has seen large flocks of starlings 
going through their astonishing aerial 
evolutions before retiring to rest for 
the night and marveled at the skill 
with which they 
avoided 
colliding 
with 
each 
other 
whilst 
wheeling, 
twisting and swooping. 
This 
illus 
trates the extreme rapidity of their 
mental perception and its translation 
into action, but in spite of these very 
useful qualifications the birds do not 
risk such exhibition displays of flight 
during very stormy weather. 
Mem­ 
bers of a pack of grouse flushed dur 
ing a gale of wind have been known 
to collide and kill each other in mid­ 
air. 
I remember on one occasion putting 
a grouse up near to a stone wall dur­ 
ing very gusty weather. 
The bird 
had not proceeded far before it was 
caught by a terrific side blast and 
hurled against the wall. 
Failing to 
the ground it rose again, but instead of 
attempting to continue its flight par­ 
allel with the fence, took a course at 
right angles to it, and by a serif s of 
vigorous wing beats forced 
its 
way 
straight up into the eye of the wind, 
and then, turning right around, sailed 
away over tile wall 
on 
outstretched 
wings. 
Grouse, like seagulls, apppear 
to be able to read the signs of a com­ 
ing storm, and frequently seek shel­ 
ter before the breaking of the blast. 
I have known them to leave the ex­ 
posed hilltops and descend even to 
the meadows right at the bottom of 
a Yorkshire dale before the oncoming 
of an exceptionally heavy gale accom­ 
panied by hail and rain. 
Island Birds in a Hurricane. 
Some years ago whilst in the outer 
Hebrides I noticed thousands of sea­ 
gulls of different species sitting quite 
still in a pasture close to the Atlantic. 
Every head was turned toward the sea. 
from which a moderate breeze was 
blowing. 
By the middle of the after­ 
noon the wind had increased to such 
hurricane fore© that pieces of foam 
as large as a man’s head were being 
carried from the beach a quarter of a 
mile inland, and not a bird of any 
kind was to be seen on the wing. Anx­ 
ious to see how my feathered friends 
were faring during 
such exceptional 
weather I struggled forth, sometimes 
progressing on my feet, and at others, 
in exposed places, on my hands and 
knees. 
I found common terns shel­ 
tering behind boulders at a consider 
able distance from the shore. 
Arriv­ 
ing at a vertical hole some 70 feet in 
diameter and 60 feet in depth in the 
roof of a long sea cave, I was astonish­ 
ed to discover a peregrine falcon sit­ 
ting in the company of about 40 rock 
doves. 
The storm had actually made 
the lion lie down 
with 
the 
lambs 
There was a great clatter of wings as 
the terrified birds rose 
from 
their 
place of shelter. 
The peregrine was 
carried down wind like a piece of pa­ 
per and soon disappeared from sight, 
but the pigeons batUed on their strong 
wings until I had retreated a little 
way, and all dived into the hole once 
more. 
How much 
birds 
dislike 
windy 
weather may be gathered from their 
silence and lack of activity during a 
rough 
day in June. 
Whilst no bird 
likes to fly in a strong following wind, 
on account of the liability of have ii 
feathers ruffled, heavy-bodied ehoi 
winged species, such as ducks, apl 
elate a strong breeze iu which to ri| 
from the ground or water because!

The rubber tubing of gas stoves de­ 
teriorates with age, often leaking or 
breaking outright, allowing the gas to 
escape. This causes the worst kind of 
a fire, because it means an explosion 
as well. Gas stoves should Is* ennuect- 
ed with iron tubing, not rubber, wher­ 
ever possible, oven If the Initial eost 
Is a little bit more.

A former president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, F. K. Sturgis, was on 
the stand, 
lie was asked concerning 
“washed sales” and “matched orders.” 
These are resorted to for the purpose 
of producing a seeming activity In a 
given stock. 
For example. Broker A 
buys a large block of I*. D. Q. and X. 
stock. 
Through another broker he 
then sells an equal block of the same. 
This makes the stock appear active 
and induces the public to buy. 
As a 
result some more lambs are shorn. 
When asked if he approved these and 
other like practices Mr. Sturgis an­ 
swered: 
” 1 appro v e of transactions that pay 
their 
proper commissions 
and 
are 
prof>erly transacted. 
You are asking 
me a moral question, and I am giving 
you a Stock Exchange answer.” 
This reply was so bold and frank 
that even some of the Wall street news 
papers took Ml*. Sturgis to task, 
lie 
had intimated that morals have noth­ 
ing to do with the Stock Exchange. 
Although that view Is so generally ac­ 
cepted as to be commonplace, it did 
not sound wed when baldly stated by 
one on the Inside. 
Mr. Sturgis and others who are or 
have !**en in authority in the Stock 
Exchange gave more testimony in kiud. 
Some of it shocked the country and 
alarmed Wall street. 
Just before the holiday recess Mr. 
Morgan apj>eared. 
Accompanied by a 
Fong array of lawyers, among whom 
were a former ambassador to England 
and a former United States senator 
the arrival of the biggest figure in 
Wall street created quite a stir at » out 
Washington. 
When the brokers saw 
the retinue of distinguished counst 
Mr. Morgan took with him the cominor 
remark was, “They must have some 


thing on the old man.”

As a witness it was unanimously 
agreed that Mr. Morgan acquitted him­ 
self well.

& Co.. the National City bank and the 
National Bank of Commerce. George 
W. Perkins is a director in J. P. Mor­ 
gan & Co. and the New York Trust 
company. 
Among the men with the 
i most directorships the names of J. P. 
Morgan 
& Co. , the First National bank 
of New York, the Guarantee Trust 
company and the National Bank of 
Commerce occur with suggestive fre­ 
quency. 
Every man with three or 
more directorships is connected with 
one or more of these four concerns 
with one exception. That exception is 
E. II. Gary, head of the steel trust, 
which was organized by Mr. Morgan. 
The men with five directorships each 
are H. P. Davison and T. W. Lament, 
Mr Morgan's p artners; George F. Bak­ 
er. F. L. Hine and A. II. Wiggin. Bak­ 
er, Davison and Lamont are each con­ 
nected with three out of the four banks 
mentioned, Ifine and Wiggin each with 
two. In addition, they have many other 
directorships in the voting trusts and 
the 134 industrial corporations. 
The i 
reader who has followed tills some­ 
what dry recital of facts can begin to 
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motive for this purchase further than 
to say that he thought it was a good 
thing to do. 
The purchase was made 
from Thomas F. iiyan. who is himself 
some noise in the world of money. 
When Morgan swore that Ryan seemed 
unwilling to sell, but finally did so, 
there was more gasping than ever. 
For a man without power to compel 
Ryan against his will to p art with a 
corporation as rich as the Equitable 
was a thing so astonishing th at noth­ 
ing less than a gasp would have done 
it justice. 
It also came out during the 
testimony that when Mr. Morgan saved 
Wall Street in the panic of 1907 the 
money with which It was done came 
from the United States treasury.

What is more lovely than the rose, 
the grass, the trees, the sky, the sea or 
the stars? 
They are all common. 
Poe once said 
that the greatest 
poems are those built about the home­ 
ly emotions—the ^oveof man and maid, 
of mother and child, of country, of 
God, of home. 
Yet these emotions are 
common. 
Some one else has said that genius 
consists in tiu* ability to express what 
everybody else feels. This is but giv 
ing voice to what is common to all 
men. 
The greatest things in me are not my 
peculiarities, but the things 1 have in 
common with my fellows, the fullness 
with which I give utterance to these 
things, the points of contact 1 have 
with all m anner and conditions of men. 
Benjamin Franklin was at home in 
the farm er’s cabin, the scientist’s lab 
oratory, th e legislative hall and th e 
king’s palace.

Arlsm. 
Switzerland, one of the family Inter­ 
ested in the m anufacture of automo­ 
bile trucks, expresses. Mr. Sanrer. who 
is in this country on business, is qu*te 
sure that music and mechanics may be 
combined because, he asserts. Jose! 
Hofmann, the pianist, has dem onstrat­ 
ed his mechanical ability by inventing ; 
a new type of shock absorl**r for 
heavy motor vehicles. Mr. Sourer say* 
be considers tlie Invention the most in- j 
terestlng automobile development in 
tbe Jut.five years. 
Mri Eltoftuann’s device, which Ha« ip 
piled1 to an old auto of bis in Europe; 
is not on the market, because It has 
only recently received a sufficient test 
to satisfy Mr. Snurer. It has had sotue 
hard trials and is at present l»elng run 
under severe conditions in connection 
with the Paris Automobile salou. 
It is difficult to describe the device 
fully without a series of drawings, but. j 
roughly speaking, it consists of an air 
chamber, fixed to the frame, into which i 
a piston, with a top like a mushroom, 
mounted on the axle, ttts snugly, The 
air chamber forms n cushion to take 
up shocks. 
The action of the piston 
In the air chamber gives a less vio­ 
lent jar on rough roads than the usu­ 
al spring. 
It gives “better curves,” as 
Mr. Sanrer put it. 
When an auto encounters a hole, j 
with the present type of spring, the 
whole vehicle follows the wheel down 
Into the hollow before the spring action j 
is felt In recovery. 
The Hofmann tie 
vice, on the other hand, is said to allow 
the wheel to descend first, as it were, 
followed much more slowly by the 
frame. 
The difference in this “drop’ 
was put at about SO per cent by Mr 
Snurer. 
He added thnt in going over 
a bump with the new form of spring, 
the same advantage over the action of 
the old form could be tiottti 
Thus, the 
elliptical spring throws up the frame 
when a bump Is encountered by tin* 
wheel, while in tin» new shock absorb 
er this "lift” is largely taken up In the 
device Itself,
